Caracas, Dec. 10. — It ia said on good 
authoritjr that the captain of the Brit 
lab cruiser Ri trlbntlon sent a special 
courier trpm LaOuayra to Caracas, 
with an ultlmatam for compliance 
IVlth the note deposited Tuesday by 
the British and Oermaa ministers at 
the home of the foreign mtnlater be- 
fore their departure from Caracaa. It 
is said the ultimatum gives a maxi- 
mum of 4S hours In which Veneiuela 
la to accede. The note, It ll laid, re- 
quests the Immediate cash payment 
<lf $84,000 each to Great Britain and 
Germany lor the settlement of claims 
arising from paat rcTolutlons by a 
a|xe« tdbonaL It li •!•(> that

the British mln^iter at the last mo- 
ment failed to present claims except 
for $40,000, but his claim is no«. 
■Opported by le;;al documents and 
filcts and Is considered absurd. It is 
understood here that United States 
'Minister Bowen has assumed charge 
cif British and German interests. 

The combined German and British 
fleet seized towns outside the har- 
bor of La Guayara, all the vessels 
which w^re then there. These wqre 
the warships General Crespo, Totn- 
mo, Ossum and MarRarita, Totu- 
ships were manned by 390 men. The 
news of the capture of the warships 
Is not generally known In the capital. 
Great exettement will undoubtedly 
prevail when it is announced. 

VKXKZIIKLAN SITUATION 

Kxplalned In thn lIouHe of CouimoD8. 
Arrest of IIrltii<h Subjects. 

London, Deo. 10. — In the house of 
commons, Under Foreign Secretary 
Cranborne said the government had 
no official information aa to the seiz- 
ure by the Venezuelans of 200 British 
aqd Qenaan subjeote or of the seizure 
of the Venecaelfw warahlpa by the 
fleets of Great Britain and Germany. 
Lord Cranborne added that the Brit- 
ish ( laiiiLs, which necessitated coer- 
olon, would be fully disclosed by pap- 
en to be laid before the home. They 
Included a demand for compensgtion 
for Interference with trading vesselp, 
tlie unprisonniont and 111 treatment of 
British subjects, and the destruction 
of property. The under secretary as- 
•erted that the government would fol- 
low precedent In the enforcement ot 
analagous claims. Replying to Mr. 
Bryce, Liberal, Lord Cranborne said 
the British Qilnlster at Caracas had 
hfea i^t^etod to wait S4 hours aft- 
er the preeentatlon of ultimatums; 
falling a reply to proceed to Lagaura, 
where be was to ffpit another 24 
Iwin on boarA'a Brttiah ship. Unless 
M' JIm meantime a concession bad 
MMT ivceived. It was necessary for 
his majesty's goTerament to talie 
forcible action. 

The attitude of the foreign otnce 
here Is one of relief, the arrest of the 
British eubjeots. H is held, indicating 
provision against ill-treatment and 
eonsequent further complications.

Minister Bowen, at Caracas, has ac- 
cepted the trust placed upon him to 
look after the interests of the British 
and German citizens In Venezuela, 
and this has brought him into conflict 
with President Castro. He has In- 
formed the state department that a 
number of these citizens were arrest- 
ed In Caracas. Mr. Bowen at once 
addressed himself to President Cas- 
tro to secure their release. He repre- 
sented that he had l)een charged with 
the care of British and German sub 
Jeots in Venezuela, but President 
Castro was unwilllrg at first to recog- 
nize bis authority. Finally, the min- 
ister convinced him that he was act- 
ing within his rlghta and rr<sident 
Castro consented with reluctance to 
release the principal priaoners. Mr. 
Bowen will lasiet upon thjt releasa of 
the remainder. 

It Is now expected that the next 
step will be the announcement of a 
formal blockade of Caracas by the 
British and Qfrg^n warships. It is 
bellered here that this will not stop 
the entry Into the port of American 
Ships, but that If they laud their car- 
goes, the British and Germpns will 
Insist upon collecting the regular 
Venezuelan rate of customs dues up- 
on them. Of course, this will Involve 
the seizure of the custom house, and 
In turn It is expected that President 
Castro, unless he concludes to aban- 
don further resistance, will Issue a 
decree closing the port to entries and 
win Insist upon collecting duties 
anew upon the same goods if they 
are passed Into the Interior of the 
country beyond Lagolra. 

Minister Bowen In Charge. 
Caracas, Venezuela. Dec. 10.— Unit- 
ed States Minister Bowen has taken 

charge of the Interests of Great Brit- 
ain and Germany, in Venezuela. This 
has been done at the joint request ot 
the British and German ministers who 
withdrew from Vmesuela after pre- 
senting the ultimatums. In an Inter- 
view President Castro said: "The 
Venezuelan government has not re- 
ceived any ultimatum, properly speak- 
ing, but rather simultaneous re<?jests 
from Great Britain and Germany. The 
claims Great Britain asks this govern- 
ment to .'^ftlle are small and up to the 
present time we have not been aware 
of them. The Venezuelan government 
can not decide on foreign claims be- 
fore the revolution has been entirely 
omshed."

statehood Bill Agitates the Members 
of the Uppor Branch. 



French Take Action, 
rari.-^. Dec. 10. — Owing to the grav- 
ity of the situation in Venezuela, the 
foreign ofi^ce has directed that Weln- 
er, the newly appointed French min- 
ister to Venezuela to start Immedi- 
ately for Caracas without waiting for 
the arrival here of the Venezuelan 
minister general Velutini, as at first 
Intended/ The foreign olBce has also 
selected Count de Rocco as the 
French representative In the arbitra- 
tion at Venezuela and has ordered 
him to proceed to Caracas immediate- 
ly with M. Weiner. The arbitration 
covers the losses sustained by French 
citizens whose houses were burned 
and whose plantations were deitroy- 
ed during the revolution. 

German Office Not Informed. 

Berlin, Dec. 10.— The fort iK" office 
here has not received anything from 
Laguayra since Monday evening when 
Charge d'affaires Von Pilgrim-Baltazzi 
cabled that he had gone on board the 
Vineta. The officials here have no 
confirmation of the announced arrest 
of all the British and German subjects 
at Oaracaa and are therefore disposed 
to discredit the statement. They say 
tliat possibly a few Germans and En- 
glishmen have been arrested under 
some pretext by President Castro, but 
the foreign office authorities consider 
It estremely doubtful that he would 
permit the arrest of all the Germans 
and Britons at Caracas. 

Another Vessel Seized. 

Ix>ndon, Dec. 10. — The admiralty 
has received Information of the seiz- 
ure of the Venezuelan gunboat Boli- 
var at Port of 8p#ln, Island of Trin-

Vlneland, N. J . Deo. 10 —The Mln- 
otoia glass strike, after many months, 
has resulted in labor's unprecedented 
applloatioa for an injunction against 
a corporation, the hearing of argu- 
ment on which, before Vice ChlAOOl* 
lor Gray, at Oamden, will, because of 
its vital and general Importance to 
capital and labor, attract the atten- 
tion of every large employer and la- 
hfWr OiffUllMttion in the country. The 
udOD has set up in the courts the 
rigiht to combine, to assist strikers; 
and asks the court for protection 
acaihst the Jonae QlM* company, 
whloh. It alleges, not only interferes 
with Its legal right to persuade, but 
by force of arms, intimidation, sboota, 
beats and attempts to drive the offic- 
ers and members of the gUlfs union 
froip Miootola. 



QUAY'S SLIP CAUSES MERRIMENT. 



Balatlons of Capltiil hihI Labor Dls- 
cusBcd by Kepreuutailve 
Grow— CoDgretsloaal 
Proceedings. 



Washington. Deo. 10.— When the 

senate convened, Mr. Quay (Pa.) sub- 
mitted a number of resolutions of cit- 
izens of Oklahoma favoring the omni- 
bus statehood bill and protesting 
against Joint statehood witn the In- 
dian Territory. A wave of laughter 
swept over the chamber when the 
clerk read one telegram which ex- 
pressed the opinion that statehood for 
Oklahoma would make It "hopeliss- 
ly Democratic." Mr. Quay arin(juneed 
that he had sent it to tho desk by 
mistake. 

Mr. Quay submitted an Individual 
report favoring the passage of the 
omnibus statehood bill and opposing 
the one-state bill of the majority com- 
mittee oa territories. The statehood 
bill then was taken up and rtad at 
length. 

The house immediately after con- 
vening, went into committee of the 
whole for the consideration of the 
bin for the relief of tea importers re- 
ported by the ways and means com- 
mittee and intended to meet the re- 
cent decision of the circuit court of 
the southern district of New York 
that goods imported and held in a 
bonded warehouse were spbjeot to 
the customs duty assessable at the 
time of importation. 

The bill to refund duties on goods 
brought Into the United States from 
Porto Rico between Feb. 6, 1899 (the 
date of the ratlflcation of the Paris 
treaty) and May 1. 1901, the date of 
the Porto Rlcan tariff act, and frOm 
the Philippines between April 11, 
1899, and March 8, 1902. (pie date of 
the Philippine rerenae act) was 
passed. , 

The house then went back into 
committee of the whole and entered 
upon the consideration of the bill for 
the distribution of the president's 
message. This course was pursued 
to permit Mr. Grow (Pa>, the vener- 
able ex-speaker> to make some re- 
marks. For several years it has been 
Mr. Grow's custom to take this op- 
portunity to make a speech on the 
state of the union. On this occasion 
he discussed principally the relations 
of labor and capital in the United 
SUtes. 

Upon motion of Mr. Hepburn (la.) 
the bill to prevent the nilsbranding 
and adulteration of food in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and the territories 
(the pure food bill) was made a spe- 
cial continuing order until It shall br 
disposed of. the order not to inte:!'. le 
with appropriations bills. Several 
mlonr hills were paired by unanimous 
consent 

The London dock charge bill was 
killed after extended del, ate. the 
bouse striking off the enacting clause. 

Progress In Porto Rico. 
Washington. Dec. 10,— The report 
of Governor Hunt of Porto Rico, dat- 
ed Joljr 10, 1903, Just made public, is 
the second one presented since the 
Inauguration of civil government. It 
advises the president of healthy pro- 
gress and steady advancement 
throughout the island, in all substan- 
tial respects. It states that there has 
been progress in comprehension of 
the institutions of the United States; 
that the administration in municipal 
affairs has Improved; that education 
is spreading Its good influences; that 
more land has been cultivated; ex- 
ports and Imports Increased; new 
roads have been built; the telegraph 
system has extended; the health of 
the people is better and the death 
rate has decreased. Sugar is regarded 
as the principal crop of tha ialand. 

Taft and Supreme Judgeship. 

Washington, Dec. 10. — The pros- 
pective retirement of Justice Shlras 
from the supreme court, which was 
announced by his son some time ago, 
would take place' at no very distant 
date, it Is believed here may result in 
the promotion to the supreme bench 
of Judge William H. Taft of Cincin- 
nati, the chairman of the Philippines 
commission, (lovemor Taft's eleva- 
tion to that court would be the fulfill- 
ment of the general understanding 
that he ultimately would bo appoint- 
ed to that court, which existed at the 
time he resigned from the federal 
circuit court bench in Ohia and took 
up his present duties at the request 
of President McKinley" 



IVPBRTANT RULIN& 

Ceart ef Appeals Renders a UeeiiiioB Affect- 
iif Davage Saiu Agalast Railreade 
aM Qtfeer CorperatloM. 

The dedtioB of the Ooart of Appeals, 
mentioned briefly Wednesday, is of great 
importance to foreign railroad corpora- 
tions doing bnsiness in this State. Sec- 
tion 211 of the Kentucky Conptitution, 
says : "No railroad corporation organized 
under the laws of any other State or of 
the United States and doinjf bueinesB or 
proposing to do business in this State 
shall be entitled to the benefit of the 
right of aminent domain or have the 
power to acqoire the right of way or real 
estate for depot or other nees nntil it 
shall ba?a become a body oorporate par- 
snsnt t» and in aeoordanee with the laws 
of this Commonwealth." 

Section 841, Kentacky Statutes, pro- 
fldee themaaBer in which taeb tallioads 
maj become a domestic corporation or 
citisen. The Chesapeake and Ohio rail- 
road is operating a railroad in thia State, 
but when the administrator of Henrietta 
Davis of Lewis County sued for damages 
for her death, alleged to be due to the 
negligence of the railroad, the company 
moved to tranaier the case to the United 
States Gonrt because the oompany ii a 
foreign corporation. The motion was 
sustained and plaintiff appealed. 

The Conrt of Appeals, with Juilges 
O'Bear, Buroam and Da Belle dissenting, 
holds that, as the 0. and O. Oompany 
complied with Section 841 and became a 
corporation of this State and citizen resi- 
dent herein, and being snch and sned on 
a cause of action presentinK no Federal 
question, is not entitled to a removal to 
the United SUtee Circuit Court. 

The suit named above was brouf^ht by 
Cole Sc Son, of this city. The same point 
was raised by them in the Swice case, re- 
versed this week by the Appellate CouU

Alleged Attempt to Ilroik the Ifeeent 
Strike by Bribery l uui uu tbe Wit- 
ness Stand— Other Tee> 
tlmony Offered. 



Scranton, Pa., Dec. 10.— The flrat 

Ijusinoss to come l)'-f'>re the strike 
commission was the presentation by 
Simon P. Wolverton, of a part ot the 
statement of tbe Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron company show- 
ing the averages paid to contract min- 
ers and Inside and outside laborer*. 
A further statement will be mad* 
later. The statement is not yet of- 
ficially on file, but was presented so 
that the commission could determine 
whether the figures prepared are in 
the shape they wish them. 

The first witness waa Alexander 
McVlcter, a Delaware and Hudson 
miner, who told the same story that 
Others have told to tbe effect that be 
was not given back his old place, but 
was placed at work in a more unde- 
sirable part of the colliery. On cross- 
examinati(jn hr denied that the min- 
ers Boycotted certain breasts or cham- 
bers by marking a half moon on the 
place, thus notifying other workers of 
the boycott. The miners, through Mr. 
Darrow, annoinired at this point that 
they are prepared to pile up cumula- 
tive evidence on thi.ir claim that 
union men are being discriminated 
against, but they did not wish to take 
up the time of the commission. 

G. W. Philips, city SMperintendent 
of the public s< !i(ii>is ll! .,1 ,M was 
next called. He showed that children 
of mine workers leave the schools 
earlier than the children of parents, 
engaged In other occupations. He 
concluded by sayiiiL; that the con. 11- 
tlons, so far as the children attending 
school is concerned, is better In 
Scranton than in othar parts of the 
anthracite fields. 

John Archibald of Ha/.h'ton. 65 
years old, testified be had worked in 
and about the mines 56 years. He was 
the next witness. He said that some 
of the miners employed In the Lehigh 
'V'all''y mines where he works, are r» 
ceiving only a dollar a day. 

Attempt at Bribery Alleged. 

An attempt to break the miners' 
strike by bribery was told on the wit- 
ness stand by John Karly, a check 
welghman employed at tbe Gypsy 
Grove colliery of the Brie company, 
who was the president of the Gypay 
Orove local union. He said he was 
Introduced to a former mine foreman 
named Michael Grimes in the Lacka- 
wanna valley hotel in Scranton. 
Early and another miner named 
O'Hnra. also the president of a local 
union, wcic each offen il jL'.r.on to m!t 
10 men to pass a resolution sending 
the men from the two locals back to 
work. 

Mrs. Kate Burns of Jeddo told a 
story of how slie and her two boys 
worked 1.1 years to pay off an accu- 
muliited house rent and coal bill to 
the Markle company. Mrs. Bums tea- 
tilled that her husband was killed un- 
derground, leaving Ix-r wir!i four call- 
dren, the oldest of whom was a hoy 
of eight years. The company never 
offered her a penny, but the employes 
gave her about |130 to defray the 
funeral exjx'nses She took in wash- 
ing and scrubbed. During six years 
she saRl she kept her children at 
school, and as soon as the eldest 
child was 14 years she sent him to 
the mines to help earn the dally 
bread. At the end of the first month 
the lad brought home his wage state- 
ment, showing that the mother owed 
$S96 for back rent The boy's wages 
for the month had been taken off the 
bill, and he came home empty-handed. 
She submitted to this and in the 
course of time her next boy was old 
enough to help earn a living, and he 
too was sent to the colliery. Like 
the older brother, the second boy re- 
celveil no pay. When she added that 
the money she earned for cleaning 
tbe Markle oflloa was nover given 
her, but kept by the oompany for 
rent, the commissioners looked at one 
another in surprise. She said it took 
three of them 13 years to make up the 
dabt
